Michaelmas Day—Admiral Nelson, 
Englands Great Sea Fighter— 
Lord Olive —Hugh Myddieton, 
London's Fresh-water Reformer. 


Michaelmas day, the 29th of Septem- 
ber, properly the day of St. 
Michael and All Angels, is a great 
festival of the Church of Rome, also 
obseryed as a feast day by the Church 
of England. In that country it is one 
of the four quarter-days on which rents 
are paid, and in many countries of Eu- 
rope it is the day on which the magis- 
trates and councils are elected. The 
only remarkable thing connected with 
the day is the widely-prevalent cud

ADMIRAL NELSON.

It bas 10 stories and a basement,
